FACULTY  HEARS 
FROM  BOARD 


As  yet  there  have  been  no  new 
developments  in  regard  to  the 
location  of  Wartburg  College,  al¬ 
though  the  faculty  addressed  a 
letter  to  the  Board  of  Christian 
Higher  Education  of  the  American 
Lutheran  Church  asking  them  to 
reach  a  decision  in  this  matter  as 
soon  as  possible,  according  to 
Pres.

In  response  to  this  letter,  Presi¬ 
dent  Becker  received  an  answer 
from  Dr.  Young,  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Board  and  it  stated  in 
part, 

“Our  Board  is  committed  en¬ 
thusiastically  to  the  development 
of  a  Greater  Wartburg  although 
we  have  not  yet  committed  our¬ 
selves  with  respect  to  location. 

Our  Board  appreciates  the  plea 
for  urgency  which  was  addressed 
to  us,  and  we  undertand  how  un¬ 
certainty  increases  the  size  of  your 
problems.  However,  we  ask  for 
your  patience  and  faith."

BOMHOFF  TELLS 
EXPERIENCES  IN 

On  Monday,  September  24, 
President  C.  Becker  introduced 
Chaplain  Harold  Bomhoff,  recent¬ 
ly  returned  from  fourteen  months 
of  active  service  in  the  European 
theater  of  operations.  The  chap¬ 
lain’s  home  is  in  Independence, 
Iowa,  where  he  will  be  for  the 
present. 

Chaplain  Bomhoff  began  his 
convocation  address  by  commend¬ 
ing  the  heroism  of  the  infantry, 
which,  he  asserted,  took  the  hard¬ 
est  of  everything  that  the  Ger¬ 
mans  had.  He  continued  by  des¬ 
cribing  a  part  of  his  travels  in 
Germany,  accompanied  by  two 
other  chaplains  and  their  respec¬ 
tive  assistants.  After  leaving 
Mainz,  German,  the  group  headed 
for  Worms  to  see  what  remained 
of  the  landmarks  of  that  historic 
city.  The  condition  of  the  refugees 
of  war  in  this  vicinity  was  des¬ 
cribed  as  pitiable. 

In  the  midst  of  the  ruin  and 
desolation  they  found  the  statue 
of  Luther  Intact.  The  house  in 
which  Dr.  Martin  Luther  defied 
Pope  and  emperor  was  destroyed 
as  it  has  been  several  times  in  the 
past.  Hessia  had  some  very  inter¬ 
esting  and  quaint  customs.  The 
piety  of  this  Hessian  town  was 
very  noticeable  but  most  of  its

pastors  had  been  drafted  into  the 
German  army.  After  a  few  com¬ 
ments  concerning  the  breakdown 
of  Europe’s  social  structure,  Chap¬ 
lain  Bomhoff  continued  his  des¬ 
cription  of  his  trip.  Thuringia  was 
described  as  very  beautiful.  The 
attempts  of  the  Nazis  to  stamp  out 
religion  by  indirect  means  was 
clearly  explained. 

The  Wartburg  Castle  still  stands, 
overlooking  a  wide  area  cf  beau¬ 
tiful  countryside.  The  chaplain 
stopped  long  enough  to  explain  the 
various  phases  of  the  doctrine  of 
Friedrich  Nietzsche;  the  knowledge 
of  which  is  necessary  to  under¬ 
stand  the  Nazi  philosophy  of  the 
superman  and  Will  to  Power.  The 
story  of  how  German  pasters,  true 
to  their  faith,  fought  the  spread 
of  German  or  Nazi  Christianity 
was  vividly  presented. 

The  address  was  concluded  with 
the  assertions  that  hard  times  are 
coming  for  the  German  church 
because  of  disbelief  and  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  pagan  Nazi  doc¬ 
trines;  that  the  church  is  the  only 
hope  for  a  lasting  peace,  and  a 
personal  admonition,  directed  to 
his  hearers,  that  we  should  be 
proud  of.  our  church  and  willingly 
stand  up  before  personal  danger, 
holding  fast  to  our  faith.

Orders  to  sail  for  New  Guinea 
have  been  received  by  Rev.  Mar-  i 
tin  Heist,  missionary,  from  the' 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  I 
American  Lutheran  Church. 

Pastor  Heist,  in  company 
with  other  Lutheran  mission¬ 
aries,  will  leave  from  Sin 
Francisco  on  October  8.  Be¬ 
cause  cf  government  restric¬ 
tions  Mrs.  Heist  wilt  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  accompany  her  hus¬ 
band  at  present.  Missionary 
Heist  is  the  son  of  Prof.  E.  G. 
Heist  of  Waverly,  instructor 
in  piano  and  director  cf  band 
at  Wartburg  College. 

The  missionary  is  one  of  Wart- 
burg’s  own  sons.  He  was  graduat¬ 
ed  from  Wartburg  College  in  1941 
as  a  pre-theological  student.  He 
was  student  body  president  in 
1940-1941  and  was  active  in  bas¬ 
ketball,  tennis,  band,  church  choir 
and  Luther  League. 

After  graduating  from  Wartburg 
Seminary,  Dubuque,  he  specials  ' 
in  Foreign  Mission  courses  a: 
post-graduate  student.  He  served 
his  internship  as  vicar  to  Rev.  R. 
F.  Kibler,  then  president  of  the 
California  District.  His  work  • 
at  San  Diego,  from  1843-1944. 

Pastor  and  Mrs.  Heist  are  living 
in  Dubuque  where  he  is  continu¬ 
ing  his  studies  preparatory  to 
leaving  for  New  Guinea  for  active 
work.

North-bound  busses  on  the  Jef¬

Six  busses  will  pass  daily 
through  Waverly  on  a  new  bu: 
line.  No  information  is  now  avail¬ 
able  in  regard  to  time  of  connec¬ 
tions,  except  that  operation  will 
begin  the  first  fo  October.  These 
busses  will  run  from  Hampton, 
lov/a,  to  Dubuque,  Iowa. 

Trains  from  Waterloo  arrive 
daily  at  9:45  a.  m.  and  2:20  p.  m.

New  York,  N.  Y. — The  largest 
total  membership  in  the  239  year 
history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
was  registered  this  spring  with  the 
number  of  communicant  members 
placed  at  2,161,872. 

Ohio — The  34  reli¬ 
gious  and  educational  leaders  who 
protested  against  the  use  of  the 
atomic  bomb  and  warned  of  God's 
judgment  for  our  irresponsible 
emjloyment  of  the  same,  included 
such  men  as  E.  Stanley  Jones, 
noted  world  missionary;  Dr.  J. 
Haynes  Holmes:  Rabbi  Abraham 
Cronbach;  and  other  famous  au¬ 
thorities. 

Dream  Comes  True 
Last  week’s  Lutheran  Standard 
carries  an  editorial  which  this 
writer  feels  would  be  of  interest 
to  many  people.  Therefore,  it  is 
quoted  below,  in  its  entirety. 

“Latest  word  about  the  Evange¬ 
lical  Church  in  Germany  is  that 
the  leaders  in  it  hope  within  the 
next  decade  to  see  the  church  en¬ 
tirely  supported  by  voluntary  of¬ 
ferings  instead  of  through  state- 
collected  taxes.  "Every  effort”  is 
being  made,  according  to  Bishop 
D.  Otto  Dibelius,  head  of  the  new 
church  government  in  Berlin,  to 
train  church  members  to  give 
voluntarily  for  the  support  of  the 
church.  But  the  old  system  can 
be  abolished  only  gradually,  for 
the  average  church  member,  no 
matter  how  loyal,  is  in  desperate 
financial  straits.  Indicative  of  the 
new  day  is  the  fact  that  when 
Bishop  Dibelius  preached  his  first 
sermon  after  German’s  surrender, 
the  offering  was  over  10,000  marks 
as  compared  with  an  average  of¬ 
fering  of  250  marks  in  times  past. 

“Certainly  this  new  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  separation  of  church 
and  state  in  Germany  is  in  line 
with  Martin  Luther’s  ideas  on  the 
subject.  One  might  say  it  is  a 
fulfillment  of  Luther’s  dream. 
Luther’s  own  personal  preferance 
for  a  congregation  form  of 
government  rather  than  for  a  state 
church.  However,  political  and 
social  conditions  at  Luther's  time 
were  not  ripe  for  the  full  transla¬ 
tion  into  action  of  the  Reformer’s 
convictions  regarding  the  distinc¬ 
tive  spheres  of  church  and  state.

Luther.  The  Goat 
This  week’s  American  Lutheran 
presents  an  interesting  article  by 
Dr.  William  Dallmann,  which  ac¬ 
curately  analyzes  the  sheer  ignor- 
of  those  who  would  make 
Luther  the  antecedent  of  Hitler  or 
the  Nazi  system.  The  article  shows 
how,  through  the  centuries,  Luth- 
has  been  blamed  for  everything 
that  could  not  be  explained  satis¬ 
factorily  to  those  who  seek 
nothing  but  trouble.  Even  when 
go  back  to  1561,  we  find  one 
of  Luther's  old  pupils  trying  to 
find  fault  with  the  Reformer. 
Again,  at  a  later  date,  Pope  Leo 
XII  charged  that,  "Luther  is  the 
father  of  modern  socialism  and 
anarchism."  The  Catholic  Joseph 
Clayton,  declared,  “Luther  flung 
Europe  into  bloody  wars."  Finally, 
after  noting  the  criminal  attacks 
upon  Luther  in  the  past,  we  are 
brought  face  to  face  with  the  slan¬ 
derous  idea  that  Luther  is  a  pre¬ 
cursor  of  Nazsim.  That  idea  is  ex¬ 
pounded  by  such  prominent  men 
as  Professor  K.  Scheduler  of  Syd¬ 
ney  University,  Austria,  and  Wil¬ 
liam  M.  McGovern,  professor  at 
Northwestern  University.  Again 
i  tlie  past,  Luther  is  the 
"goat,"  to  whom  is  attributed 
everything  but  what  he  actually 
did.  Carefully,  the  author,  Dr. 
Dallmann  pulls  aside  the  coverings 
which  hide  the  reasons  for  this  as¬ 
sault  on  Luther  and  what  do  we 
find?  Again,  hidden  behind  all  is 
the  hand  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
beckoning  all  to  return  “to  the 
Pope." 

We  thank  and  praise  the  Lord 
that  there  are  such  clear  thinking 
as  the  author  of  the  article 
just  quoted  from,  who  are  capable 
of  piercing  the  shrouds  that  cov- 
the  sinister  motives  of  those 
who  would  destroy  all  that  the 
Lutheran  Church  stands  for. 
Amen.

friends  of  people,  one  must  prove 
himself  worthy  of  their  friendship. 

“This  Is  America:  Children  from 
Mars,"  was  a  sociological  motion 
picture  of  child  welfare  given  at 
Tuesday’s  convocation.  The  pic¬ 
ture  stressed  what  can  be  done  ii 
the  field  of  social  work. 

Guest  speaker  at  Wednesday’s 
convocation  was  the  Rev.  G.  W. 
McMiehael,  pastor  of  First  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  of  Waverly.  who 
spoke  on  "The  Concept  of  God.” 
He  stressed  the  fallacy  of  the. 
popular  belief  that  God  is  a  God 
of  safety;  God’s  chief  purpose  is 
nof-to  save  out  physical  life;  He 
calls  us  to  catastrophes  and  con¬ 
flict  and  suffering  ;n  order  to  test 
us.  How  we  meet  this  test  measur¬ 
es  our  true  relation  with  the 
Heavenly  Father. 

Dr.  E.  W.  Hertel,  Director  of 
Student  Employment,  explained 
the  policies  pertaining  to  student 
work  at  Wartburg  College  in  Fri¬ 
day’s  convocation.  The  college  is 
not  an  employment  agency.  Dr. 
Hertel  pointed  outf  but  makes 


dents  earnestly  desiring  to  help 
finance  their  education  here 
through  extra  employment. 

On  Tuesday,  Lt.  Helene  Otters- 
berg,  of  Waverly,  described  her 
experiences  as  a  nurse  with  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  in 
France  during  the  present  World 

LL  Ottersberg  pleaded,  "Give 
the  boys  a  chance!"  as  she  point¬ 
ed  out  injustices  done  to  returning 
soldiers.  She  stressed  the  distinc¬ 
tions  between  psychoneurosis  and 
psycosis,  stating  that  the  latter  is 
rare  among  returning  service  men. 
.  ‘‘Hard  times  are  coming  from 
the  Church  in  Europe,  and  yet 
the  Church  is  the  only  hope  for  a 
lasting  peace,"  declared  Captain 
Harold  Bomhoff,  recently  returned 
from  fourteen  months’  service  in 
the  European  theatre  of  war,  be¬ 
fore  the  students  in  convocation 
Monday,  September  24.

|  alty  against  Wartburg.  This  left 
the  ball  on  the  Knight  25  yd.  line. 
They  then  kicked  out  of  bounds 
on  the  Upper  Iowa  42  yd.  line. 
Here  the  Peacocks  began  their 
march  which  eventually  ended  in 
pay-dirt.  On  a  short  pass  from  G. 
Farnum  to  M.  Harms,  the  ball  was 
carried  to  the  Knight's  20  yd.  line 
for  a  first  down.  On  the  next  play 
they  lost  5  yards  on  an  attempted 
end  run.
